Yet 
within one year she swiftly traversed 
all that many children are compelled to 
drag themseh es over in drudgery from 
five to ten ye^rs. Nor is she any more 
than ordinarily intellectually endowed. 
She is, however, of robust health, of iron 
nerve, of great vitality. The physician 
was right. Thanks to him, the little girl 
is well launched.

ery of childhood sent into the prison of 
school before its time. Mute, inglorious 
suffering. A little fellow of my acquaint- 
ance recently caught sight of a "weeping 
willow" as we stopped at a railway sta- 
tion on the Bos, on and Maine railroad. 

"Why 
do they call them weeping willows?"

This mummy was entombed in the ne- 


cropolis of a little town (the site is called 
Tell Gurob at this day) which began to 
f all into decay about the time of Menep- 
thah, the supposed Pharaoh of the Exo- 
dus. It has been disinterred by Mr. 
Petrie in the course of his excavations 
in tho Fayoum, The headcase, with a 
thin covering of plaster over all, was 
soaked in water, and the papyri of which 
it was composed became separated with- 
out injury to the original writing. Thus 
we come to know about the gooseherd 
and about a great many other fax more 
interesting facts in connection with 
every day life and affairs of the Egyp- 
• ins of that cpodi. For there are lots 
of mummies and quite a crop of Ptole- 
maic documents, and many of them will 
soon be in the actual custody of the 
British museum authorities. Consider- 
ing the progress that has been made in 
Egyptology during the present century, 
and the abundance of fresh material that 
has been brought to light of recent 
years, the nest generation may bo able 
to learn as much about Egyptian anti- 
quities as the present one can about Ore- i 
cian or Roman.—Levant Herald.

Among the statues, images of heroes 


and the gods, and of symbolic figures 
that sculptors have fashioned of stone or 
metal from remote ages, some are dis- 
tinguished and attract special attention 
on account of their great nizo. Some are 
found in distant and almost inaccessible 
places, others are in cities and museums, 
while a few exist only in the pages of 
history. 


Under the snccessojps of Alexander the 


taste for colossal statues enjoyed a 


boom." Colossus came into being -in 


numerous places. The most famous was 
Apollo at Rhodes. This was by a pupil 
of Sysippus, and is ranked among the 
seven wonders of the world, 
Pliny 


writes that it was seventy cubits, or 
about one hundred and thirty-two feet 
tall. It is said to have been placed on 
piers at the entrance of the port, as 
shown in the illustration, so that vessels 
sailed'between the legs when entering 
or leaving Rhodes. Fifty-one years after 
being erected it was overturned by an 
earthquake, and lay prostrate for 900 
years, when, in 673, it was destroyed by 
Arabs and the metal exchanged with 
Jews for goats. 


The first colossal figure met in travel- 


ing through north Egypt is the sphinx, 
beside the pyramids of Gizeh. The body 
is of a lion, with a human head crouch- 
ing in a plain of sand. It has the appear- 
ance of being Jthe guardian of the pyra- 
mids. The sphinx is ninety feet above 
the sand. The face, including the hair, 
Is twenty-six feet high. In the Sixteenth 
century Prosperus Alpinus, who beheld 
It intact, wrote highly of the beauty of 
the features, and Abdallatiff, a learned 
Arab physician, who saw it 400 years be- 
fore, praised warmly the sweetness of 
the mouth and expression carried in the 
femile. This ia all lost now, as the nose 
(s gone and the rest of the face badly de- 
faced. The Sphinx is supposed to have 
been chiseled 1650 years B. C., by order 
bf Thoutmosis IV, to honor the memory 
bf his father. Some historians, however, 
Jake the ground that the Sphinx existed 
in the time of Cheops, prior to the great 
pyramids bearing the name of the prince. 
, The sound giving statue of Memnon, 
'which was early overturned by an earth- 
quake.but restored by SeptimiusSeverus, 
easily follows the Sphmx. This colossus 
is now without a face, the forehead, nose 
and mouth having disappeared 
The 


chest, arms and legs are also broken and 
crumbling. Not far away is the statue 
of Amenophis. The two great figures are 
near Ramegseum. on the left bank of the 
Nile, and are each sixty feet in height. 
They are all that remain of the. palace of 
Amenophis III Each statue ison a base 
of red granite as high as a four storv 
house. It was in Nero's reign that the 
musical propensities of the Memnon came 
to light 
Refer to almost any one of the 


ancient histories, nnij the melodious 
sounds that the Memnon gives forth at 
sunrise will be found spoken of. Tacitus 
compares them to the ring made by 
brepking the string of a lyre. On the 
Memnon legs and base are seventy-two 
inscriptions, the earliest in Nero's1 time, 
dated A. D. 44, and the last 130 years 
after, in the reign of Septimius Severus. 
The most famous inscription is that of 
the Emperor Adrian, who in 180 went 
with the Empress Sabina to upper 
Egypt. Their names, half in Latin and 
half in Greek, are still distinctly visible. 


The renown of the speaking Memnon 


was much increased under the Antho- 
nys, and pilgrims came to make offer- 
ings at its feet, never doubting that the 
sounds were other than the voice of 
Memnon, the hero of Homer, the king of 
the east, saluting his mother, Aurora, 
each morning at the sun's rising. Science 
in recent years lias "laid out" the ro- 
mance of mythology in the most prosaic 
way, by finding that the stones in tho 
statue gave out different noises when the 
sun began to shine on them after the cool 
and dew of the night 


Luxor is an Arab village, which gives 


its name to the ruins in the midst of 
which it is established. These ruins are 
the remains of the grand palaces con- 
structed, one by Rameses the Great, the 
other by Amenophis-Memnon of the 
eighteenth dynasty. The latter is the 
more ancient; the palace of Rameaes 
Sesostris is of later date.

The tenant," upon renting a house, is 


put to little expense to furnish it; indeed, 
he requires absolutely no furniture at 
all. The clean, finely woven mats which 
cover the floor serve as table, chair and 
bed; and as it is the universal custom to 
remove the ehoes before entering a 
house there is no danger of one's bring- 
ing with him the dirt from the streets. 


His bedding consists of cotton quilts, 


which are spread out on the floor at 
night, rolled together in the morning 
and stored away in a closet during the 
day. A few pictures and specimens of 
beautiful script decorate the walls, « 
few vases contain sprays of flowers, and 
a number of cushions on the floor com- 
plete the f urnishing of the room.

Against the 
entrance stand four colossal statues rep- 
resenting Rameses the Great. They are 
each sculptured of a single block of Sy- 
ene granite of mingled red and black, 
They are seated upon cubical stones, one 
of them leaning against a little obelisk. 
They are forty-three feet high. Although 
they are much disfigured and dilapidat- 
ed, one recognizes the high head dress in 
the form of a miter, the collars that en- 
circle their necks, the legends engraved 
upon their arms, as well as the patterns 
of the robes, fastened by a belt arount 
the waist. These four Colosses, uttinf 
in majestic silence at the gates of the 
palace, must have produced a most im- 
posing effect. 


Within one of the ruined courts lie the 


remains of a gigantic statue of Rameses 
the Great. In one block we have the 
head, chest and arms as far as the elbow 


Killed by His Vlfltlm. 


Those of us who Jitve seen a toad 
'take in" a bumblebee or a wasp can 
testify that predatory creatures some- 
times make mistakes in judgment when 
they choose their victims, A southern 
exchange gives us another lively and 
more tragic illustration of the same fact. 


A fibbing party came to Mount Ver- 


non, Va., from the capital recently, and 
after viewing the Washington estate and 
securing a fragment of the famous 
cherry tree, a part of which is still on 
sale, went several miles down the river 
to fish. Toward evening, when the pis- 
catorial sport was about to be aban- 
doned and camp struck for the night, an 
eagle was noticed approaching, bearing 
in its talons a burden that apparently 
worried it. 


When over the fishermen the bird's 


flight weakened, and a drop of blood was 
noticed to fall on the canvas. A moment 
later the eagle began rapidly descending, 
and soon fell to the ground. 


Hastening to the spot, the men found 


the bird dying, yet firmly grasping in its 
powerful talons a large sized ferret as its 
prey. The animal was fighting frantic- 
ally for freedom, and had killed its cap- 
tor in the battle. Tho eagle had evident 
ly stolen a march upon its cunning vic- 
tim, but greatly mistook its game.
